<TVe are told that of the wealth 


produced in a given year, agricul- 
ture was to be credited for $9,000,- 
000,000. Another feature of 
im 


portance of this great occupation is 
that -36 per cent of the population 
is engaged in it or is supported bj 
it. Depsite this vast showing, ag- 
riculture taken as a whole in thit 
country, has not prospered.. It it 
agreed that there 'must be changes 
These changes may 
be eenteret 


about three things: (1) better agri 
culture, (2) better markets, 
anc 


(3) better financing. Better argicul- 
ture is fairly well taken care ol 
through the work of the departmen 
of agriculture, in the activities o: 
the many farming associations, bj 
.the training affprder in the schooL 
and -colleges. But, it has been clear- 
ly shown that better agriculture de 
pends upon an adequate system o 
finance. The fact is that the mar- 
kets and the financing of argiculturt 
remain abont as they have been foj 
the past quarter of. a century. Inf 
provements, of course, have takei 
place in the quicker transportatioi 
of products and in prompter finan- 
cial service. Yet "these have no 
touched the real problem. The far 
mer is -still compelled to rely upoi 
the market machinery, with which hi 
has had little^or nothing to do ii 
the matter of its organization, • ti 
take the product to the consumer 
The problem of marketing, not onb 
includes the proper 
standardizinj 


of the product and the placing of i 
in satisfactory carriers and contain 
ers, hut it has to do -with the trans- 
portation, the display in cities, thi 
sale of the product and the account 
ing for monkeys received as well, 


"Between the farmer and the con- 


sumer there is a great commercia 
and financial gap. In the mercan 
tile world "this gap between the pro- 
ducer and the 
consumer is beinj 


bridged rapidly by the establishmen 
of the necessary 
maehine'ry ol 


branches and agents. But; the far- 
mer is playing the game alone anc 
finds is increasingly difficult to pro- 
tect himself against his own ignor- 
ance and his isolation in the com 
mercial world. 


"The great 
industrial organiza- 


tions have learned that co-operation 
between their different parts an 
absolutely necessary to their sac- 
cess. 
This, the producers of iror 


ore are organized for the transppr- 
tation, melting, manufacture 
anc 


sale of their product to the con- 
sumer. Many other industries hay.c 
found it necessary to do the same 
thing. Necessarily, argiculture with 
its many individual producers, oc- 
cupies a very different position, bul 
tho difference is not so great th'at 
the farmers cannot as a group pro- 
fit by the lesson taught by the ex- 
perience of these groat industrial 
organizations. The farmer 
shqu1 


come to 'a larger appreciation of 
the necessity of co-operation be- 
tween the agricultural groups,. It 
is not a question of socialism or in- 
dividualism, of Democracy or 'Re- 
publicanism—it is a question of 
efficiency and social betterment
